“ The Creditor receives a great Advantage 
hereby ; for by this 4 it is put out of Power to 
exercife that Cruel and Mercilefs Temper, too 1n- 
cident to E mali Pee ; and if not Repentea of, 
will ftand as a heavy Charge againit him at the 
Bar, where only the Merciful {hall find Mercy - 
But as to Temporals, it will beof great Advantage 
to him ; it will put an end to his Expences in 
Law, which, many times, are added to the bad 
Debt Sued for as loft, and, perhaps, when the 
Infolvent has delivered up his ALL, and returns 
into Trade, his Creditors may get by Dealing with 
him again what they formerly loft, which they 
could never do, had the Debtor lain in Prifon. 

4. The Families of both Debtor and Creditor 
‘will receive a great Advantage by a Bill of this 
Nature ; the Children of the Creditor will have 
their Fortunes Augmented by the Addition of 
that Sum, which the Stubbornnefs and Cruelty

tufii’d to the Family, as a Head from a Difmem- 
‘ber’d Body; or a‘Stock to lop’d Branches, com- 
‘mented with, new Life, whereby the Family is 
free’d from an uneafie Deperidance on Relations, or 
‘what is much worfe, on the Charity of Parzjhes.

Advantaged thereby, in fetting fo many Free to 
Trade, ho are cut, off fveut the Publick by the 
Severity of our Laws, and render’d incapable of

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7- A Bill of this Nature will, in 2 great mea- 

fure, free our Nation from the Scandal of being 

the moft Barberous and Cruel People in the World 

to one another, Whoever has been Abroad, par- 

ticularly in Aolland, Germany, or the Low-Coun- 

tries, can tell how much we are Reflected upon 

for our Cruel Ufage to one another ; I have often 

heard this thrown in the Exglifmans Difh, and 

upon any Difpute about Countries and People, 
this hes in the Conclufion as a heavy Charge, a 
Ne plus Ultra, a Knocking down Argument 
againft the Engli/hman. 

Now, fince thefe Oppreffions and Inftances of 
Humane Cruelty do proceed from Laws, by which 
the Mercilefs do Opprefs the poor Debtor, there 
is no way to Remedy fo great an Evil, but by 
Repealing thofe Laws, or by making a Temporary 
Ad for the full Difcharge of what Debtors and 
Infolvents we have now in the Kingdom, efpeci- 
ally, when, befides the Juftice and Mercy of fuch 
an Ad#, fo great an Advantage comes thereby to 
the Queen and Nation, in fupplying the Navy 
and Army with Men. 

Attempts of this Nature have been fruftrated 
in former Parliaments, fometimes by Clandeftine 
Pradices, and oftner by the Solicitations of Cree 
ditors, who have had Opportunity of Attending 
the Houfe, when one half of the Debtors have been 
Lock’d up in Goal, and the other half durft not 
come for fear of Bailiffs, but ’tis hop’d this good 
Parliament cannot be Biafs'd in the Point. We 
have a Treating Parliament, a Parliament Sitting 
in the very Dawn of Moderation, in the Infancy 
of the Days of Peace and Union, when the Good 
Temper of Mind begun in the Kingdom, promi- 
fes us yet more Bleflings of Peace, and Good Men 
with that the Curtain might be drawn, and all 
the Scenes of Cruelty might difappear, which ever 
will be in our view, and a juft Refentment to 
Honeft Minds, while *tis in the Power of a Mer« 
ctle{s Creditor to worry a Poor Debtor to a pitch 
of Cruelty, worfe than Death it felf; but thefe 
Confiderations we muft Humbly leave to the 
Wifdom of our Superiours. 

However, Honeit Country-man, you and I may 
Talk of thefe things: We may Plead the Cafe of 
the Poor Prifoners in the Publick Places of the 
City; they are Confin’d in Gloumy Goals, fuffer 

{ Hunger and Nakednefs, are expofed to the Cruelty 

of two Tyrants at once, the Creditor and the Goa- 
ler ; the latter of which,’ generally goes beyond 
the Character of the Sicilian Tyrants of Old; and 
the former little Inferiour in Ads of Cruelty, 
Tis true, the Creditor is the Commanding Tyrant, 
but the Goaler ig the Executioner ; of the two Tya 
rants the Goaler has the moft Brains in his . 
for he Exercifes his Cruelty on the Prifoner for

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| Prifons have evef beenmof Ufe in all Countries, but were 
at fisjt Inflixuted tor the Confinemem ot Malefadors, and 
not of Debtors: and when Debtors became Numerous, and 
were by Law Contin’d to Prifons, there was fill a Differ- 
euce made betwixt them and other Prifoners, and with good 
reafon too, for to be in Debt is no Crime. The woril part 
of the Prifen was aj pointed for Malefafort, the beit tor 
Debtors, But Goalers {oon became Tyrants, Oyprefs’d the 
Poor Prifoners, by denying them the Conveniencies allow’d 
them by the State, would eften Lodge them with Fellans, to 
Exiort Money from them; which Pra¢tice became io No- 
torious, and gave Occafion of Publick-Complaint, that at 
liil, to remove this Crvel Evil, an A was jais’d againit 
Lodging Debtors with Fellons. 

in former times our Prifons, forthe mofi part, were emp- 
ty: we had few Afalefa@ors, and lefs Debtors; former Ages 
were more /’erruous, and the Tempers of Englifomen more 
Compafionate than at prefent. If a Perfon kepr another in 
Prifon for a {mail Debt, or tor a greater, sf the Prifoner was 
Infolvent, this Creditor was efteem’d a Monfter of a Man, 
the mott Unmercitul Wretch living, and fuch Prifoners were 
often releafed by the Contributians of well-Difpofed Perfons. 

In the Days of our Popifp Ancefors, (and pity it is that 
Pipifs fhouid have more Compaflion than Protefants) there 
were frequent Goal Deliveries; inquiry was ufually made 
of the Numbers and Circumiiances of Piiloners throughout 
the Kingdom, and the dbbot, the Lady Abbe/s, and Religi- 
éus Houfes did firit give their Benevolence towards their 
Difcharge, and were f llowed by the Lord of the Soil where 
the Prifon flood, and other Charitable Dilpefed Perfons. 
And this Gowl Delivery was commonly made at Chrifi-Tide, 
or Chrijlmas, becaufe, as at that time, our Saviour, Fe/us 
Chrifl, came to deliver our Souls from the Prifon of Sin, fo 
we, in Imitation of hts Divine Example, ought to deliver 
our Fellow Creatures from our Earthly Prifons. 

But this good Cuftom is quite worn out, as Charity and 
Compajion has decay’d, fo the Miferies ef Poor Prifoners 
have encreas’d. Goals, which at firit were Infticuted as places 
of Cuftody and Confinement, are now, contrary to all Law, 
Equity, and: Fuftice, become Punifiments;. and God knows 
wherefuch A¢is of Crueity as are ufed by Goalers may end, 
if our Superiours do not, either ‘totally releafe the Prifoners, 
or make the Burden ef Confinement more éafie.
